United Nations, N. Y., May 14 
UP'—The United Nations sanc­ 
tions committee today voted a 
worldwide ban on shipments of 
war goods to Communist China.

Bv The Associated Press 
Retail price ceilings go into ef­ 
fect on beef today — but don’t 
count on general price-slashing at 
your butcher shop. 
Some of thc new beef prices 
will be higher, some lower, some 
unchanged. 
Many stores have found the 
new government ceilings permit 
advances on several items from 
prices they were charging last 
week. Where competitive condi­ 
tions permit, most of these re­ 
tailers are expected to take ad­ 
vantage of this. They say they're 
entitled to a little relief atter 
being squeezed in recent weeks 
as costs went up while their own 
selling prices were frozen. 
A spokesman 
for a leading 


supermarket chain in the east 
said the ceiling prices in general 
allowed boosts for the more ex- * 
pensive cuts, like porterhouse and 
sirloin steaks.

It has been v ery much so with po lio my e­ 
litis. There hav e been many disco v eries o f 
way s to help to resto re muscles weakened 
and damag ed in attacks o f the disease, and 
to help the bo dy to fig ht ag ainst the attack. 
Each o f these has bro ug ht a new wav e o f 
ho pe to po lio v ictims. But in o ne sense these 
disco v eries hav e been unsatisfy ing to medi­ 
cal researchers, because they were all merely 
means o f helping the bo dy to resist and 
repair itself by its o wn metho ds. No way 
had been fo und to attack the disease itself. 
No w direct attack may be near. Fo r so me 
time it has been hinted that research mig ht 
be o n the v erg e o f a real disco v ery . One 
basis o f this ho pe has been disclo sed to be 
a chemical, still ex perimental, which breaks 
the repro ductio n chain o f the po lo v irus 
within the bo dy . This may be ano ther blind 
alley , o r it may be the pathway to a cure.

THE ISRAEL GRANT 
The United States has, since 
19 45, poured out 
mo re than $26,000,000,000 in grants to various 
countries. This has been like manna from heaven to 
many governments, particularly the socialists in 
Great Britain, who probably would not have sur­ 
vived without our money. 
On the other hand, the question has increasing!®* 
been pressed upon the American people as to 
what these enormous contributions have brought i 
us in friendship and even allies. For instance, the 
unbelievably huge trade of the British with Soviet 
China, through Hongkong, that has provided the 
Chinese Communists with weapons and materials 
with which to kill Americans, does not prove that 
our vast contributions to Great Britain have 
brought us many friends. 
At the same time that these large sums were 
being poured into European countries, Nationalist 
China, which wanted to fight for us in Korea, could 
not get one cent of aid. And we fell down in our 
assistance to Iran, so that that country step by 
step is moving away from the United States and 
may—probably will—become the next 
point of 
Soviet aggression. It looked as though the next 
place might be Burma, but that seems to have 
been dropped. 
In fact, as a result of the MacArthur scandal, 
it may become necessary for Soviet Russia to en­ 
gage upon a diversion and most of those wrho watch 
Stalin’s moves carefully seem to agree that Iran 
is the likely spot for a spring divertissement. Surely, 
recent events in the Middle East give every reason 
to expect trouble there. 
And that brings us to the question of Israel. 
Here is a little state, founded in 19 48, which has 
gained its right to exis^ by defending itself, by 
arms, against a number of older, larger and better 
established countries, including Egypt. 
It 
has 
financed itsclt without seeking aid from any coun­ 
try. It has nearly doubled its population by immi­ 
gration since its establishment. It has created and 
maintained the beginnings of a modern economy 
based not only upon agriculture but upon industry. 
In the primitive middle eastern world. Israel is 
an oasis of modern life and holds forth the pros­ 
pect of competent industrialization. For instance, 
it is the only country in that area where airplanes 
and ships can lie serviced. It has brought into the 
Middle East skilled mechanics from many parts 
of Europe including Germany. 
Israel is now' engaged in two financial activities 
in the United States. One is the sale of a $500,- 
000,000 bond issue, sold, as a business transaction, 
directly to the public. At a time when other coun­ 
tries are asking for handouts, this little country is 
assuming the responsibility of raising capital by 
the ordinary processes of paying interest on bonds 
and providing for amortization. It is capitalism at 
w’ork.

from entering the blood (bacteremia) was yet un­ 
known, patients with heart murmurs or patients 
with a history of rheumatism fever or those born 
with heart diseases were not given aureomvein. 
Almost all of the patients had evidence of tooth in­ 
fection. Every other patient received aureomyclin; 
the alternates served as controls. A total of 2 gm. 
of aureomvein divided into four doses w’as given 
on the day before extraction, on the same day and 
on the day after. Of 25 patients who had not re­ 
ceived aureomvein. 14 had the dangerous strepto­ 
coccus organisms in their blood immediately fol­ 
lowing removal of a tooth or teeth. Among 25 pa­ 
tients who had received aureomycin. only one had 
the streptococcus organisms in the blood. 
The above results are important when it is real­ 
ized that about 20 per cent of all cases or early 
endocarditis can be traced to recent manipulation 
or other dental treatment. “For this reason,” the 
doctors tell us. "before such dental operations every 
patient should be questioned and examined for val- 
vular or congenital tfeart disease and if such a con­ 
dition is found, should be given prophylactic treat­ 
ment. Aureomycin is today the drug of choice be­ 
cause it is most effective against the streptococcus, 
can be given by mouth and is less toxic than other 
drugs.”

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HOPE FOR POLIO VICTIMS 
The adage that the darkest hour comes 
just before the dawn applies very accurately 
to medical research. The search for a cure 
and preventive for a difficult disease is 
usually long and exhausting, and often 
heartbreaking. There are many blind alleys 
to be explored, and the suffering and deaths 
caused by the disease become more and 
more tragic to the seekers as they come 
closer to their goal without being able to 
attain it. 
It has been very much so with poliomye­ 
litis. There have been many discoveries of 
ways to help to restore muscles weakened 
and damaged in attacks of the disease, and 
to help the body to fight against the attack. 
Each of these has brought a new wave of 
hope to polio victims. But in one sense these 
discoveries have been unsatisfying to medi­ 
cal researchers, because they were all merely 
means of helping the body to resist and 
repair itself by its own methods. No way 
had been found to attack the disease itself. 
Now direct attack may be near. For some 
time it has been hinted that research might 
be on the verge of a real discovery. One 
basis of this hope has been disclosed to be 
a chemical, still experimental, which breaks 
the reproduction chain of the polo virus 
within the body. This may be another blind 
alley, or it may be the pathway to a cure. I 
When a cure has been found for a disease, 
prevention often follows quickly. 
We have seemed to be in the darkest hour 
of the fight against polio, with epidemics 
growing worse year after year. This could 
be the hour before the dawn.

THE ISRAEL GRANT 
The United States has. since 1945, poured out 
more than $26,000,000,000 in grants to various 
countries. This has been like manna from heaven to 
many governments, particularly the socialists in 
Great Britain, who probably would not have sur­ 
vived without our money. 
On the other hand, the question has increasing*^* 
been pressed upon the American people as to 
what these enormous contributions have brought 
us in friendship and even allies. For instance, the 
unbelievably huge trade of the British with Soviet 
China, through Hongkong, that has provided the 
Chinese Communists with weapons and materials 
with which to kill Americans, does not prove that 
our vast contributions to Great Britain have 
brought us 'many friends. 
At the same time that these large sums were 
being poured into European countries. Nationalist 
China, which wanted to fight for us in Korea, could 
not get one cent of aid. And we fell down in our 
assistance to iran, so that that country step by 
step is moving away from the United States and 
may—probably will—become the next 
point of 
Soviet aggression. It looked as though the next 
g 
lace might be Burma, but that seems to have 
een dropped. 
In fact, as a result of the MacArthur scandal. 
it may become necessary for Soviet Russia to en­ 
gage upon a diversion and most of those who watch 
i 
Stalin’s moves carefully seem to agree that Iran 
is the likely spot for a spring divertissement. Surely, 
recent events in the Middle East give every reason 
to expect trouble there. 
And that brings us to the question of Israel. 
Here is a little state, founded in 1918. which has 
gained its right to exis^ by defending itself, by 
arms, against a number of older, larger and hotter 
established countries, including Egypt. 
It 
has 
financed itself without seeking aid from any coun­ 
try. It has nearly doubled its population by immi­ 
gration since its establishment. It has created and 
maintained the beginnings of a modern economy 
based not only upon agriculture but upon industry. 
In the primitive middle eastern world. Israel is 
an oasis of modern life and holdr. forth the pros­ 
pect of competent industrialization. For instance. 
it i« the only country in that area where airplanes 
and ships can be serviced. It has brought into the 
Middle East skilled mechanics from many parts 
of Europe including Germany. 
Israel is now' engaged in two financial activities 
in the United States. One is the sale of a $500.- 
000.000 bond issue, sold, as a business transaction, 
directly to the public. At a time when other coun­ 
tries are asking for handouts, this little country is 
assuming the responsibility of raising capital by 
the ordinary orocesses of paying interest on bonds 
and providing for amortization. It is capitalism at 
work. 
The other is a request for a grant from tho 
United States for $150,000,000 It is to be noted 
that the bond issue is more than three times larger 
than the grant. The conservatism of this proposal

WANING CITY MACHINES 
The democratic system of the United 
States has just received two vindications. 
For many years two of the worst-governed 
cities in the East were Philadelphia and Jer­ 
sey City. Both now have rebuked their old 
machines and taken steps toward better gov­ 
ernment. Philadelphia has adopted a new 
city charter which fixes responsibility far 
more definitely, and simplifies administra­ 
tion. 
The city’s Republican organization 
fought these changes bitterly but, as has not 
often been the case in Philadelphia in the 
past, unsuccessfully. 
In Jersey City the dispossessed Demo­ 
cratic machine of Frank Hague, put out of 
power two years ago by Mayor John V. 
Kenny, has been trying ever since to come 
back. A renewed attempt has been beaten 
by a considerable majority, when the Kenny 
ticket for county offices and memberships 
carried the party primary*by a substantial 
margin. As Hague is well over 70, his chance 
of a return to power can be seen to be slip­ 
ping away. 
The two victories for better government 
enhance the prestige of democracy and 
strengthen its confidence for the fight against 
communism.

There are many blind alleys 
to be explored, and the suffering and deaths 
caused by the disease become more and 
more tragic to the seekers as they come 
closer to their goal without being able to 
attain it. 
It has been very much so with poliomye­ 
litis. There have been many discoveries of 
ways to help to restore muscles weakened 
and damaged in attacks of the disease, and 
to help the body to fight against the attack. 
Each of these has brought a new wave of 
hope to polio victims. But in one sense these 
discoveries have been unsatisfying to medi­ 
cal researchers, because they were all merely 
means of helping the body to resist and 
repair itself by its own methods. No way 
had been found to attack the disease itself. 
Now direct attack may be near. For some 
time it has been hinted that research might 
be on the verge of a real discovery. One 
basis of this hope has been disclosed to be 
a chemical, still experimental, which breaks 
the reproduction chain of the polo virus 
within the body. This may be another blind 
alley, or it may be the pathway to a cure. 
When a cure has been found for a disease, 
prevention often follows quickly. 
We have seemed to be in the darkest hour 
of the fight against polio, with epidemics 
growing worse year after year. This could 
be the hour before the dawn.

THE ISRAEL GRANT 
The U nited S tates has, since 1945, poured out 
m ore than $26,000,000,000 in grants to various 
countries. This has been like m anna from heaven to 


í m any governm ents, particularly the socialists in 
j G reat Britain, who probably would not have sur­ 
vived w ithout our money. 
On the other hand, the question has in creasin g * ^* 
been pressed upon the American people as to 
what these enormous contributions have brought 
us in friendship and even allies. For instance, the 
unbelievably huge trade of the B ritish w ith Soviet 
China, through Hongkong, that has provided the 
Chinese Com munists w ith weapons and m aterials 
w ith which to kill Americans, does not prove that 
our 
vast 
contributions 
to 
G reat 
B ritain 
have 
brought us m any friends. 
At the same time th at these large sums were 
being poured into European countries, N ationalist 
China, which w anted to fight for us in Korea, could 
not get one cent of aid. And we fell down in our 
assistance to Iran, so that that country step by 
step is moving away from the United States and 
m ay—probably will—become the next 
point 
of 
Soviet aggression. It looked as though the next 
place m ight be Burma, but that seems to have 
been dropped. 
In fact, as a result of the Mac A rthur scandal, 
it may become necessary for Soviet Russia to en­ 
gage upon a diversion and most of those wrho w atch 
Stalin’s moves carefully seem to agree that Iran 
is the likely spot for a spring divertissem ent. Surely, 
recent events in the Middle East give every reason 
to expect trouble there. 
And that brings us to the question of Israel. 
H ere is a little state, founded in 1918, which has 
gained its right to exis^ by defending itself, by 
arm s, against a num ber of older, larger and better 
established 
countries, 
including 
Egypt. 
It 
has 
financed itsclt without seeking aid from any coun­ 
try. It has nearly doubled its population by immi­ 
gration since its establishm ent. It has created and 
m aintained the beginnings of a modern economy 
based not only upon agriculture but upon industry. 
In the prim itive middle eastern world. Israel is 
an oasis of modern life and holds forth the pros­ 
pect of com petent industrialization. For instance, 
it is the only country in that area where airplanes 
and ships can be serviced. It has brought into the 
Middle East skilled m echanics from m any parts 
of Europe including Germany. 
Israel is now engaged in two financial activities 
in the United States. One is the sale of a $500,- 
000,000 bond issue, sold, as a business transaction, 
directly to the public. At a tim e when other coun­ 
tries are asking for handouts, this little country is 
assum ing the responsibility of raising capital by 
the ordinary Droeesses of paying interest on bonds 
and providing for am ortization. It is capitalism at 
work.

WANING CITY MACHINES 
The democratic system of the United 
States has just received two vindications. 
For many years two of the worst-governed 
cities in the East were Philadelphia and Jer­ 
sey City. Both now have rebuked their old 
machines and taken steps toward better gov­ 
ernment. Philadelphia has adopted a new 
city charter which fixes responsibility far 
more definitely, and simplifies administra­ 
tion. 
The city’s Republican organization 
fought these changes bitterly but, as has not 
often been the case in Philadelphia in the 
past, unsuccessfully. 
In Jersey City the dispossessed Demo­ 
cratic machine of Frank Hague, put out of 
power two years ago by Mayor John V. 
Kenny, has been trying ever since to come 
back.
